Dr. William S. Webb's archaeolog- 
ical report on the Norris basin in 
Tennessee was reviewed in a full 
page feature in the magazine sec- 
ticn of the Sunday. December 11 is- 
sue of the Courier-Journal by Bessie 
Taul Conkwright. special writer for 
the Louisville paper 

Dr. Webb, head of the department 
of phvsics and of the department 
of anthropology and archaeology 
compiled and wrote the bulletin. "An 
Archaeological Survey of the Nor- 
ris Basin in Eastern Tennessee." 

Miss Conkwright. in her review of 
the bulletin, said that facts garn- 
ered from the report painted a pic- 
ture of prehistoric peoples in the 
Norris basin who ate from turtle 
shells, swung stone axes, and used 
mica mirrors. 

Reviewing the customs of the 
people from information she had 
taken from Dr. Webb's survey, the 
Courier-Journal writer pointed out 
that the early men had probably 
used balls carved from graphite for 
amusement. Evidences of the balls 
were found in the excavations at 
the Norris Dam site. 

Houses of the prenisloric people. 
- according to a statement by Miss 
Conkwright in the review, were loa 
or thatched and council houses were 
equipped with altars and thrones. 

Varied burial customs and arts 
which the early men are believed to 
have had frcm findings made by Dr. 
Webb in his work are even now

As Graver C. Hall, a Pulit/ei prize winning 
Gentile editor, questions: Why must we brand 
a person as a "Jew" simply became we have 
known one of his race that eats peas with a 
knife? Mfhj don'i we say of our own murderers, 
our fiends, our fools— "Whv. pay no attention to 
him: he's a Gentile." 

"\jtt. a frustrated Jewish thinker turn Com- 
munist and we instantlv hear it said bv uncri- 
tical, gullible Gentiles. 'Communism is a charac- 
t. iisii ( Jewish doctrine.' But in the same coun- 
ti\ it is ihe international Jewish banker." often 
an economic Tory, by all accounts, who has the 
mark of Cain upon him. It would appear from 
current literature here and in Germany that 
the Jew is at once the evil genius of Communism 
and the designing, sinister pillar of Capitalism- 
ai once the money-hating Marxist and the 
monev -lending Shylock." 

Mutes something distorted about that pic- 
tun :md it becomes even more confused when 
ii is remembered that no American Jew ever 
aojiiird a personal fortune comparable to that 
ol Rockefeller, a Harriman. a Schwab, a Sage, 
a duPont, or a Ford. Barnes Barouch and the 
Sti. tussrs. both of old-line, genteel Southern fam- 
ilies, probabb have come nearest among Ameri- 
can Jews to acquiring riches on such a scale. 
But Ixith have been "liberals," neither danger- 
ous radicals nor wicked Tories. Alien-born Otto 
Kahn was a multi-millionaire Jewish banker, 
but he was harmless socially and politicallv. 
Merclv was he obsessed with a desire to lead all 
Americans, Jews and Gentiles, into noble music 
halls where their souls would be cleansed and re- 
in shed. 

I heie are hundreds of others, some good, 
some bad. but records show that smaller per- 
centage of Jews than others have landed in jail. 
And there is no need to nay anvthing of their 
cultural eminence. 

But does it matter?- Isn't one of the purposes 
■I education to teach us how to appreciate and 
follow the true principles of democracv? If one 
rare has members which are superior or inferior 
to those of another race, would a real student 
brand the race itself as superior or inferior? Whv 
can't we call a man a man. and if we don't like 
him, say so? But say that it is because of his 
dim face, his vellow lie. his arrogant l>earing. 
his loud laugh, or what have you— not that it is 
because he is a Jew or a Gentile. 



he has no interests outside his routine duties. 
Another man is educated— that is, he can talk 
and write entettaininglv on almost any subject 
—but he has never been able to hold anv job 
paving more than thirty-five dollars a week. His 
mind is blunt. It is high-grade steel, but it has 
never Item whetted by training to a ruttini; 
edge at am one angle. Neither of these men is as 
big as he is capable of being. 

The young man or woman that must sacrifice 
one or the other, should strive for "training." 
An educated mind is a luxury; a trained mind, 
a necessitv. The ideal should be: education in 
the broad sense of the word, and training to 
|X-iform a spcrifu work of usefulness. 

"Get an education bv all means, if you can, 
but retogni/e its true purpose— to lend vision. 
j>ower. and guidance to a mind thai i« trained 
to do one thing exceedingly well." 

One must assume bv this statement that the 
author refers to the majority of persons who 
will l>c absolutely de|>endent upon their own 
earning power. And the question is also raised 
as lo whether a mind can he called "trained" if 
it hasn't been somewhat "educated." But there 
is a distinction which many of us fail to recog- 
nize, and-all in all-it is good advice to college 
students. 




Is It Education 
Or Training? 

\n interesting approach lo this all-important 
question of education was presented in the I)e- 
c<ml>er issue of "Shining Lines," published bv 
the Mergenthaler linotype company. The article 
st tcssed the difference between the meanings of 
the words "educated" and "trained." 

1 1 is a common mistake for one to speak of 
an educated man as trained, and a trained man 
as educated. Education it the enlargement and 
enrichment of the mind, while training is the 
process of making the mind a more effective tool 
for doing a specific work. 

I In ic are many examples such as this: a 
tiained man, whose faculties are indeed as 
s|,aip as a razor's edge." holds a position that 
pap him a large salarv. But he is

Do you think Der Fuhrer could keep on being Der Fuhrer 
If he saw what everybody else sees every time he looks El 
muhrer? 

These lines by the poet Ogiien Nash are perhaps the most 
afficient summary of the man Hitler's personal appearance 
that present-day writers have yet produced. And yet, in spite 
if Adolf's egotism and decided lack of beauty, he is today 
'he idol of millions of Germans and all but master of Europe. 
This exalted position cannot be attributed to any particular 
nerit of his own, or on his ability to win friends and influ- 
ence people, but rather on the ef-e 



ectivenes* of the ideals and princi- 
ples of his National-Socialist part*-. 

For. regardless of their ruthless- 
less and questionable worthiness, 
hese Ideals and principles do never- 
heless exist. They were laid down 
n Herr Hitler's autobiography. "My 
3truggle." which was written in the 
.•arly '20's and has since become 1 the 
3oy Scout Handbook of Nazidom. 
It is not exactly a model of auto- 
biographical style, but the author 
is clear, concise, and forceful, and 
never, never allows himself to beat 
around the verbal mulberry bush. 
There is never doubt in the read- 
er's mind as to what the man is 
driving at. 

The National-Socialists are a 
political party, combining, so says 
That Man. thei best qualities of Na- 
tionalism and Socialism. The name 
Nazi is merely a convenient Oer- 
man abbreviation of the party name 
as it appears in Oerman: namely: 
NAtional-ZIallstlsche. Nationalism 
consists of the sacrificing of all pri- 
vate initiative, even personal liber- 
ty If necessary 1 , for the welfare and 
glory of the State. Socialism calls 
for State ownership and manage- 
ment of the essential means of pro- 
duction. 

Hen- Hitler states that he had in 
mind a beautiful combination of the 
two when he organized his Nazi 
party However, once in power, the 
Nazis decided to abandon their So- 
cialist principles, and the result was 
the 'June Purge" of 1934. and the 
establshment of a strictly national- 
istic, totalitarian State. 

As principles, the Nazis advocated 
the following: 

H) A controlled economy, through 
which Germany Is eventually to be- 
come self-sufficient, producing ev- 
erything it needs <and importing 
nothing. 

12) All education and scientific 
activity are to be devoted solely to 
the service and advancement of the 
Third Reich. 

i3> All "non-Aryans" must be 
punished and stripped of their 
1 wealth. 

<4> Freedom of speech, 
and the press must be 
for the State's welfare. 

i5> Oermany's "place In the sun" 
is to be regained through military 
supremacy and aggressive diplo- 
macy. 

<6> "The drive to the East" will 
secure land, oil fields and wheat 

fields 

■7i A war with Germany's mortal 

enemy France, is Inevitable

faithful to their principles. Pro- 
bably the real reason they adhere 
to their advocations Is that dictat- 
ors must do what they say they 
will do. or they won't remain dlc- 
ators very long. This, to Adolf, 
looms as a front-row seat behind 
the eight-tjall. Tt|lnk where he 
would be today in the eyes of his 
followers if he had failed to get a 
slice of Czechoslovakia The man 
would probably be so humiliated he 
couldn't hold his arm up in polite, 
company. Yes. the Nazi | have ideals

Al- 
though many think some should be 
idmllted if other nations cooperate, 
seven out of ten are opposed to 
opening wide the doors of Ellis is- 
land 

Kernel Is Member 

These figures are the first an- 
nounced by the new Student, Opin- 
ion Surveys, organized with The 
Kernel as one of the cooperating 
members among college newspapers 
over the nation. The surveys, a 
non - commercial organization of 
campus editors, will publish weekly 
reports baaed on national referenda 
similar to those of other polls that 
recently have been proved highly 
reliable. The surveys are intended 
to add a "fourth dimension" to the 
college press by reporting scientific 
ally national student thought. 

Campus interviewers have ap- 
proached students of every des- 
cription—rich and poor, freshmen 
and seniors— in big schools like 
Columbia in New York and Cali- 
fornia at Los Angeles, and In smal- 
ler schools like Luther in Iowa and 
Schreiner In Texas.

Following the sales, students will 
probably see a quicker exchange 
of a product from producer to buy- 
er than on any market of the world 
The exchange of a basket of tobac- 
co is only a matter of seconds As 
many as 500 baskets have been sold 
In an hour, requiring only about 
seven seconds to the basket. 

If students follow the auction all 
day. they will see enough tobacco 
sold to more than register the en 
tire University enrollment. As much 
as $400,000 has exchanged hands 
in one day's activities. 

As to the amount of smoking 
pleasure that 2 0M.49« pounds of 
leaf, the amount sold one day last 
week, would net. that would be 
very difficult to determine How- 
ever, say 78 percent of the original 
amount was utilized, it might be 
concluded that 30.000000 packages 
of cigarettes would be possible 
That's quite a few smoke rings!

Students will have an opportunity 
to see films which present condi- 
tions in mental hospitals including 
those of Kentucky The films also 
show the important work being done 
in occupational therapy and the rec- 
reation activities among the pa 
tients. 



That the University has classes 
and departments for students who 
want to learn why a frog hops, 
what causes tuberculosis, how to 
write a lire story for a newspaper, 
or how to take dictation, is almost 
automatic knowledge 

But you may be surprised and 
even doubtful on being told that 
the University has classes which 
teach girts how to entertain at a 
tea party, how to wait on tables, 
what to do with dirty laundry, and 
what to feed ten year olds after a 
couple of hours of running errands 
for the neighbors. 

Those are some of the sub-items 
of information about running a 
home that girls in the two Univer- 
sity Home Management houses have 
been taught and which they put 
Into practice during the six weeks 
training period spent in the house 

Each senior girl in the Home 
Economics department spends a six 
weeks period in residence at the 
house with other girls, and serves 
alternately as manager of the 
house, cook, assistant rook, and 
housekeeper 

While she Is manager of the 
house, the girl has charge of buy- 
ing food, planning meals and gen- 
rral supervision of the household 

The cook Is responsible for meal 
preparation and the assistant cook 
helps in preparing the food and 
performs the duties of waitress and 
maid. 

The housekeeper and assUtant 
housekeeper take care of cl»aning 
and other household duMes. and 
..he housekeeper sees that the Inun- 
dry is sent out each week 

The activities of the hotr.» are 
carried on in such a manner as lo 
make it a typical home as well as 
a model one. The meals are care- 
fully planned, keeping in mind cost, 
nutritive value and the attractive- 
ness of service. The cost of meaLs 
langes from twenty-five cents to 
forty-five cents daily for each girl 

The program of these houses is 
designed to acquaint the students 
with efficient home organization, 
planning of work, being a hostess, 
entertaining unexpected guests, and 
planning for guests, buffet suppers 
and teas. In general the purpose 
is to teach efficient home manage- 
ment that will be valuable in ac- 
tual family and home life. 

One house, located at 162 Bonnie 
Brae, is under supervision of Miss 
Laura Deephouse of the Home Eco 
I nomics department. The other, lo- 
cated at 119 Conn Terrace, was ad- 
ded last year and is under the di- 
rection of Miss Ann Eyle. University 
graduate. 

I The idea of the Horn 
! ment house was developed 
j (han fifty years ago out of the work 
of Catherine E. Beecher. a pioneer 
I in Home Economics. The first house 
of this type is believed to have been 
opened 20 years ago. As early as i 
1908 the University of Illinois main- 
tained a home management apart- 
ment but no students lived in it. 

Since 1912 the idea has developed 
rapidly in the United States. In 
1915 nine institutions were reported 
which had management houses and 
12 other institutions soon added 
to their regular school or-

Fordyce Ely. in charge of dairy-

New Appliances Are Shown 
To UK Engineers 
At Assembly 

Dr Philips Thomas, electrical re 
search engineer, of East Pittsburgh. 
Penn . demonstrated some of the 
latest developments in electrical ap- 
pliances at an Engineering assembly 
Friday in Memorial Hall 

Dr. Thomas demonstrated an air- 
filter, called a "precipitron." which 
was capable of removing particles 
of dirt or tobacco smoke* from the 
air 

This was followed by a discussion 
ot polarized light as a means of eli- 
minating glare from automobile 
headlights at night 

Dr Thomas demonstrated the use 
of the "breath ray" with which it 
was possible to blow out the electric 
lights on the stage and to relight 
them with a match. 

The lecturer next put into op 
eration a card sorting machine, 
capable of sorting playing cards in- 
to either bridge or poker hands de- 
pending on the orientation of the 
cards as they were placed in the 
aparatus. 

A miniature "atom smasher" 
which could produce 500.000 volts 
was shown, as was the "sterilamp" 
an implement capable of disinte- 
grating disease bacteria 
few seconds time.

Members of the Kentucky boxing 
team will act as hosts and serve at 
the punch bowl inot to be confused 
with the Rose and Sugar Bowlsi 
and Xavier has a thirty-day gua- 
rantee that they will receive their 
share of punch' est. The center of 
the reception room will be decorated 
with a square rope-enclosed ring. A 
background for the ring will be 
formed by an altar of cut roses. 
Cathedral candles in tall standards 
will stand at either side of the ring.

Funny Thing — Boxing 
This boxing game is really a fun- 
ny racket. on« in which a man nev- 
er knows when he is washed up. 
Perhaps it's the cockiness that a 
good fighter must have that makes 
them that way: maybe they are 
just trying to kid themselves into 
thinking they're still the best. For 
instance. Tony Canzoneri. former 
world's featherweight champion, 
dropped his title and retired. But 
now he is back in the business and 
being ripped to pieces by slap-ha- 
py stumble bums whom he could 
have murdered in his prime. Then 
Jack Sharkey tried to come back 
and lasted two fights. Jack Demp- 
sey tried the same thing: so did 
Max Schmeling. Max Baer. Primo 
Camera. Jim McLarnin: and so the 
list expands adding all the while 
to the old cauliflower-canyon prov- 
erb, -they don't come back." 

Most of these comebacks have 
been ridiculous but all were topped 
by this press clipping from Wash- 
ington, D. C, early in the year: 
"Jack Johnson, former heavyweight 
champion of the world, is boasting 
to friends here that he could give 
Joe Louis a whale of a fight for 
five or six rounds. Johnson is 61." 
The Fight's On 
Picture with me the fight as it 
might happen: 

The scene: Madison Square Gar- 
den before a crowd of 2,002 com- 
of Johnson's relatives, who 



have summoned to his ringside by 
the family physician when the pa- 
pers for the fight had been signed, 
and by the men who sold Johnson 
his life insurance. The other 7.497.- 
998 residents of New York City, 
hearing of this fight of the century, 
decided to stay Home and nlay 
Chinese checkers. 

With a shawl of old lavender lace 
across his drooping shoulders John- 
son was brought down the aisle in 
a wheel chair and hoisted into the 
ring by two of his grand children, 
who were to act as his seconds. Out 
of respect for his age all the spec- 
tators stood until he was comfort- 
ably seated in his corner. 

Louis came tip-toeing down the 
aisle so as not to disturb the now 
dosing Johnson Johnson, in a plea 
to the New York boxing commission, 
was refused the privilege to wear 
his ear trumpet during the fight. 
Summoned to the center of the ring 
for final instructions. Johnson 
slipped out of his shawl revealing 
a giant red cross painted on his 
back and beneath the sign the 
words "non-combatant." His seconds 
explained that it was hoped the sign 
might prevent the brown 
from bombing in Johnsons 
diate vicinity. 

Al The Bell 

When the first bell rang 
cupped his right hand to his ear 
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and shouted. "Eh. you'll have to 
talk louder. I'm a bit deaf." The 
referee, a venerable gent who had 
once fathered an old age plan, pa- 
tiently explained that the bell had 
rung and the fight was officially on. 

Louis walked from his corner 
reading a copy of the revised sta- 
tutes of the State of New York, 
paying particular attention to Sec- 
tion B. topic 45. that deals with the 
penalty for manslaughter. Joe paid 
no attention to the first punch 
Johnson threw — a secret blow per- 
fected in his training camp and 
called the hardened artery right. It 
landed squarely and savagely on

"Thank you. " said Joe. curtising 
low.

And he went on reading. The pow- 
er of the punch caused the ring 
ide odds to be slashed from 2.550- 
00-1 to 2.549.000-1. Encouraged. 
Johnson hobbled in and beat the 
law book from Louis hands with a 
two fisted

over to Johnson's comer and asked 
if all Jack's papers were in order 
Upon being answered in the affir- 
mative.
